M ASKED R O BB ER S. 


They Eater the Manhattan Bank in 
Yew York and Mnrrerd in Taking 
Away Billion*! of Valuable*!. 
Special to the Gazette. 
New Y o rk , Oct. 2b.—The daring rob­ 
bery at tbe Manhattan Saving Bank, has 
created a profound sensation in banking 
circles. An immjose crowd of indignant 
depositors is about the building 
today. 
The officers of the bank announce that the 
amount taken will reach nearly three mil­ 
lion of dollars. Before the depositors can 
withdraw deposits, sixty days’ notice is re 
required. 
New Y o rk, Oct. 27.—Between 0 and 9 
o'clock this morning masked robbers en­ 
tered the Manhattan Havings Bauk Build­ 
ing, corner Broadway and Bleecker streets, 
aud, atter handcuffing the janitor, made 
him, under threats of Instant death, reveal 
the comb’uation ot the safe to them, and 
deliver up the keys of *lbe bank. 
They 
riffed the vault of presumably a large 
amount 
of money, 
as 
twenty 
tin 
boxes known to have contained bills were 
found on the floor quite empty. 
The janitor, Wertel, created an unfavor­ 
able impression. On crofs-examination he 
said that at 0;IO, while he was dressing, 
seven masked men suddenly rushed into 
hts room and handcuffed him and his wife, 
aud demanded the keys of the bank. His 
mother in law, an old lady, who was pres­ 
ent, screamed, when the burglars drew pis­ 
tols and threatened instant death to any 
oue who made noise. They then carried 
Lim into an adjoining room and lorced him 
to deliver up the keys of the street doors. 
With these tour of the party went down 
stairs, leaving three on guard in his room. 
Wertel admitted to Superintendent Wail­ 
ing that he had given the combination of 
the unlocking ot the doors of the vault to 
the robbers. He gave it under threats of 
instant death, but he failed to state how he 
Lad got possession of the combination. In­ 
side me main doors of the sate vault the 
burglars louud the space.with shelves, upon 
which were tin boxes fill d with jewelry, 
silverware and valuable papers. 
These 
they emptied. They overlooked oue box 
on a back shelf, containing $.70,01 J 
in 
valuables, 
the 
property 
of 
E l ward Schell, President of the bank. The 
open space, six feet between tbe main 
door ot the vault and the door of the in­ 
ner safe, gave the burglars ample space to 
work in. They pried open one com part­ 
ment containing $11,000 in small billa. 
They next forced toe bottom drawer, but 
got nothing of value therefrom. 
The 
wedges wore found in the upper compart­ 
ments which they were trying to lorce 
when fcthey 
were evidently disturbed. 
A 
dozen 
drills, 
a 
sledge-hammer, 
three sectional jimmies, and other tools 
were found scattered around. The officers 
of the bank admit that the janitor possessed

THE SPEECH. 
Mr. Chair Hum—M y Fellow Citizens: 
Yon and I have a long and tedious task 
before us. I have no time to indulge in 
preliminaries or to express the emotions I 
led at being greeted al my home bv such 
an audience on a dormy night like this. 
I can only thank you, and indulge in the 
hope that by something I may say you 
may not ted wholly unrequited for leaving 
your comfortable firesides to-night. [Ap­ 
plause.] 
I am more interested in the matter than 
in the manner of what I have to offer. The 
issues this year, I think, appeal more to 
reason than to rhetoric; more to principle 
than to prejudice; more to facts aud histo­ 
ry, thau to fiction or to lane}'. 
It has been the boast of the American 
people, that their lree schools aud institu­ 
tions of learning, aud unshackled press, 
and the general dissemination of knowledge 
among the masses would prove at once a 
sheet anchor and a shield against the arts 
of the demagogue and the tricks of the 
charlatan.

crowned itself with measureless audacity. 
[Applause.] It is oue of the boasts of cur 
opponents that they will draw their largest 
support, not from localities where meu 
read, reason and riff ?ct, but where there Is 
an absence of all this. 
Now, if voteis are 
to be won by the free use of epithets, or by 
appeals to ignorant class prejudices, I have 
no votes to win. 
I have canvassed this
